There the Holy Father was re­ 
ceived by some 30 candle-bearing 
cardinals, a few other dignitaries 
and persons closest to him who 
had descended after the ceremony

pope to the world’s millions of 
Catholics upon his election. 
This striking innovation will

around the globe. 
The radio announcement of 
the election of a new holy fa­ 
ther will be made simultane­ 
ously with the issuance of thin 
white smoke from the chimney 
in t is ti— etape! which tradi­ 
tionally has served to tell the 
waiting crowd in St. Peter’s 
square that a pontiff has been 
chosen. 
The smoke is from the burn­ 
ing of ballots cast by the elec­ 
toral conclave. 
When a lead­ 
ing candidate falls to receive 
the required two-thirds majori­ 
ty, damp straw is mixed with 
tile ballots before burning, and 
dark smoke indicates failure to 
elect. 


Border Clashes 
Indicate Japan 
Is After Russia 


Peiping, Feb. 14 (ZP)— Military 
observers tonight 
diagnosed 
the 
current rash of Soviet-Manchou- 
kuo border clashes as only a mild 
ailment in itself, 
but 
expressed 
belief that Japan steadily is im­ 
proving her position to have it out 
with Russia. 
The border fights, reports of 
freesh Japanese units moving to 
the frontier and belligerent state­ 
ments in Tokyo have sharpened 
interest in the old question: Will 
Japan tackle Russia w’hile still at 
war with China; 
competent 
stu­ 
dents of affairs say the answer 
may come soon. 
For two weeks there have been 
intermittent 
clashes 
along 
the 
northwestern border of Japanese- 
protected 
Manchoukuo 
between 
soldiers of the Soviet Far Eastern 
forces and 
Manchoukuo

ment affecting from $8,OOO,OOO to 
14,000,000 workers and stressed 
improved psychology as the best 
means by which private 
enter­ 
prise may be “accorded the widest 
opportunity" to absorb the job­ 
less. 
The council’s declaration, made 
public 
by 
President 
William 
Green, urged the need for expand­ 
ed industrial productivity and the 
“establishment of credit and the 
will and purpose on the part of 
the owners of industry to risk, in­ 
vest, build and construct.” 
“The basis for such procedure,” 
the council said, “must be found 
in the creation of 
a 
favorable 
state of mind. 
“ Fear, lack of confidence and 
distrust in governmental, 
social 
and economic procedure should be 
removed. A political and economic 
state of mind should be created 
which would enable all financiers 
and the owners anil management 
of industry to face the future with 
confidence, willing to risk in the 
expenditure cf funds x x x . 
“ We are firmly convinced that 
the realization of this objective 
should be the primary purpose of 
government, industry and labor. 
“ Whatever stands in the way— 
whatever barriers may have been 
created, either as a result of fear 
or as a result of affirmative action 
on the part of those w ho adminis­ 
ter the effairs 
of 
government, 
ought to be broken down x x x.”

14 (ZP)— State 
health 
department 
investigators 
today traced an outbreak of undu­ 
lant fever w’hich caused the death 
of one Michigan State college stu­ 
dent and the illness of approxi­ 
mately forty other persons ten 
days ago to faulty plumbing in a 
college laboratory building and to 
a defective sterilizer. 
Dr. Arthur Newitt, director of 
the state’s bureau of epidemiology, 
said “inadequate” plumbing in the 
college’s bac teriology building had 
permitted bacteriu-lnfested water 
to be siphoned from an Isolated 
basement laboratory to other parts 
of the building which students oc­ 
cupied. 
“Goat Type” Rare 


When the students became ill 
during the Christmas vacation and 
the end of January, Dr. Newitt. 
explained, the investigators deter­ 
mined that the laboratory water 
supply w'as the only common con­ 
tact which all had had. 
Few students were admitted to 
the basement laboratory where Dr. 
I. F. Huddleson, world authority 
on 
undulant 
fever, 
kept 
the 
world’s largest supply of the dis­ 
ease 
cultures, 
Dr. Newitt said. 
Since the students were infected 
with the rare “goat type” of the^ 
disease, he continued, it was as­ 
sumed the bacteriology building 
held tbs source. 
Pressure Too Low 
Sanitary 
engineers 
from 
the 
health 
department, 
he 
related, 
tested the water system and dis­ 
covered that it provided only one- 
fourth the proper pressure. 
As a 
result, he said, opening of a num­ 
ber of taps in various parts of 
the building caused the tap in the 
basement laboratory to suck air 
and to siphon any accessible water 
to upper parts of the building. 
He said tests in a steam steril­ 
iser in the basement showed that 
it did not completely kill the bac­ 
teria being used in Dr. Huddle- 
son’s experiments. 
When contam­ 
inated glassware, which had sup­ 
posedly been sterilized, was wash­ 
ed in a basement sink, Dr. Newitt 
said, a rubber hose used in the 
washing process supplied the con­ 
nection between the “sucking fau­ 
cet” and the disease-laden dish­ 
washer. 
Drinking Fountains Infected 
To 
test 
the assumption, Dr. 
Newitt said, a copper kettle filled 
w'lth green dye w’as placed In the 
basement sink, with the dishwash­ 
ing hose trailing in it. 
F a u c e t s j 
w’ere opened in other parts of tile 
building 
and 
the 
green-colored 
water was siphoned Into the water 
system. 
It w’as drawn from every 
faucet In the building. Dr. Newitt

Michigan Residents 
Warned Not To Fool 
With Prevalent Flu 


Lansing, Feb. 14 (ZP)— The state 
health department today caution­ 
ed American citizens to treat with 
respect an outbreak of an influ- 
ensa-type disease which 
has 
be­ 
come prevalent in many commun­ 
ities. 
In Battle Creek, schools were 
closed yesterday when 3,000 out 
of 10.000 students, and 30 teach­ 
ers were reported ill from the dis­ 
ease. 
“ It Is not serious now,” Dr. Don 
W. Gudakunst, state health com­ 
missioner, said, “it is not causing 
deaths. Pneumonia deaths are not 
increasing, but 
it 
is 
causing a 
great deal of Inconvenience and 
every effort should be made to 
prevent a major outbreak. 
He said the disease, not “ typl- 
cal Influenza,” was characterized 
by bac!: aches, some fever and sore 
throats, and by 
an 
absence 
of 
coughs and other 
symptons 
of 
head or chest colds. 
Dr. Gudakunst said the patient 
“should go to bed as soon as he 
realizes he is ill and should stay 
there and obtain medical care. He 
should avoid contact with other 
persons, to avoid spreading the 
disease to others and for his own 
protection in his weakened condi­ 
tion.”

A ray of hope that Escanaba 
schools may possibly finish the 
present school year without being: 
too heavily in the red was given 
yesterday as a result of a tele­ 
gram received from State Senator 
Jam es Dotsch of Garden. 
The 
telegram was disclosed at a meet­ 
ing of the board of education. 
Senator Dotsch wired th a t the 
house of representatives commit­ 
tee was expected to report favor­ 
ably on a bill to make up present 
deficiencies in 
school 
finances. 
According to Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Eugene B. Pil­ 
lion, Escanaba’s share of the ap­ 
propriation, if approved, will be 
$15,616.24. Senator Dotsch has 
indicated he will fight strenuous­ 
ly for the bill should it be pres­ 
ented to the senate. 
Operating under a heavily cur­ 
tailed budget, local schools will 
end the present year approximate­ 
ly $16,000 in the red on the basis 
of IOO per cent payment of cur­ 
rent taxes. Should the deficiency 
bill be passed in its present form, 
the additional funds would almost 
compensate for the expected de­ 
ficit. 
Unless 
residents of Escanaba 
see the need of supporting their 
schools, however, it is not likely 
^ th a t there will be a IOO per cent 
collection of taxes inasmuch as 
only 64.4 per cent, or $67,974.85 J 
had been collected on F e b r u a r y :

hand grenades. Then comes their real ser­ 
v i c e in the real regular army. 
After they leave the army,

If ever the army rebelled against a Hit­ 
ler decree, the S. A. would be a mighty re­ 
servoir of trained men, loyal to the Nazi 
party and ready to fight,

In the days when Hitler was battling 
for power, his Brown Shirts largely did the 
street fighting and it was they who g u a rd ­ 
ed the future Fuehrer. 
Captain Ern*t Roehm, who had largely 
recruited and drilled the

wanted 
large sections of his forces Incorporated 
bodily in the regular German army. 
But the German army had always been 
a sort of state within the state, officered 
largely by men of the Ju n k e r class. It xvas 
th*- finest fighting force In Germany — a 
force that could have made quick work of 
the Brown Shirts. So when

regular 
army officers objected to the Roehm plan. 
Hitler sided against has old friend 
and 
comrade. 
Roehm sulked in his tent. So did some 
of his leading lieutenants. The price they 
paid was death. They were among those 
who were massacred in 
the 
wholesale 
"purge" of June. 1934. That put the S. A. 
In th** shade. It remained there for a long 
time.

In August. 1935, President Hindenburg 
died and Hitler 
became 
Fuehrer. 
The 
army now took an oath of fealty to hint. 
Later Hitler showed his increasing power 
and independence by dismissing some of 
its high officers. 
The rest remained true to their oath and 
xvere xvell pleased wdth tho regime because 
Hitler gave them every facility to build tip 
the most powerful army in the w’orld. It 
is so big and so powerful that, if its lead­ 
ers took a notion to oppose

W ashington— Roosevelt was not merely 
aiming at Senator Nye when 
he 
talked 
about the unfortunate newspaper story on 
the Army's secret airplane detector. 
He 
was also aiming at two other Senators and 
possibly at the Secretary of W a r himself, 
a t least one of whom apparently was 
in­ 
volved In the leak regarding the 
A rm y’s 
most precious of all war secrets. 
The airplane detector is an 
Invention 
w'hich no other country has developed. 
It 
detects an approaching air 
raid 
miles 
away and records the n u m b er of miles it 
is distant. The secret Is so carefully 
pre­ 
served th a t the detectors are not kept in 
one Army post, but shifted secretly from 
fort to fort for fear of espionage. 
The only exhibition of the airplane de­ 
tector to other than Army officers took 
place at Mitchell Field, N. Y., some time 
ago, when the Secretary of W ar, Chief of 
Staff Malin Craig, and two members 
of 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee saw 
a demonstration. 
In order to stage the demonstration, it 
was necessary to clear the a ir of all 
air­ 
planes around Mitchell Field so th at the 
incoming air raiders could 
be 
detected. 
Instructions wTere sent to air lines to this 
effect, and this was picked up by The New' 
York Times, which sent a reporter to Mit­ 
chell Field. 
The reporter interviewed all people leav­ 
ing the field, finally got a clue that 
an 
airplane detector was 
being 
tried 
out 
However, he got all the details surround­ 
ing the experiment wrong, so 
that 
the 
story he finally published did not greatly 
upset the Army. 
This story, which was very brief, 
a t­ 
tracted no attention in the United States, 
xvas overlooked by other American news­ 
papers. But not by the British. They pick­ 
ed up the Times item and featured it in 
headlines. To the British, an air raid de­ 
tector might mean salvation for London 
in time of war. 
Meanwhile one of 
the 
Senators 
who 
visited Mitchell Field, or possibly the Sec­ 
retary of W a r himself, apparently leaked 
definite word of the secret instrum ent to 
Senator Nye. Army officers and the White 
House still would like to know w ho did the 
leaking.

These terms represent a re tre a t by both 
sides. The bitter-enders In the oil 
com­ 
pany councils have refused to discuss any 
terms, hax’e insisted on full 
restoration, 
have hoped for— in some cases worked for 
— the collapse of the 
Cardenas 
Govern­ 
ment.

Health Department Discusses Dairy Products 
of Peninsula In Series of Articles 


Trapper Not Guilty 
Of Wolf Poisoning, 
Jury Verdict Says 


A verdict of "not guilty” was 
brought in by a jury in Justice 
George C arr’s court yesterday a ft­ 
ernoon, when W alter Budkis of 
Cornell township appeared on a 
charge of poisoning wolves and 
coyotes. 
T he defendant, who was 
represented by Atty. T. J. Ruah- 
ton, is a former state trapper. He 
was accused of setting out strych­ 
nine to poison wolves and coyotes 
sometime in January.

Milk, often termed "th e perfect 
food" is discussed in a series of 
articles written by Henry New­ 
kirk, Delta county health depart- 
men sanitarian, for the Escanaba 
Daily Press. The series is design­ 
ed to provide readers with a bet­ 
ter knowledge of milk and dairy 
products and a better understand­ 
ing of problems involved in their 
control. The fourth article, dis­ 
cussing the composition of milk, 
follows: 
Milk is the 
secretion 
of 
the 
m am m ary gland whose composi­ 
tion is very complex. It consists 
chiefly of water ( 8 7 . 2 % ) ; pro­ 
teins, fats, sugar, salts, vitamins, 
gases and other substances. Milk 
from all species of animals shows 
a general agreement in physical 
properties and composition, con­ 
tains essentially the same ingred­ 
ients, but the relative amounts 
differ. 
Proteins found 
in 
milk 
are 
chiefly casein, an albumin and a 
globulin. Proteins contain most- j 
ly nitrogen and are known as the 
tissue builders. When we speak of 
the above mentioned 
milk pro­ 
teins, the prefix "lacto" is used 
meaning milk thus they are lac- 
talbumin, and lactoglobnlin. Case­ 
in is found in the milk gland se­ 
cretion of all mammals, but no­ 
where else in nature, and contains 
‘phosphorus.’ Casein is known as 
th e curd of the milk, and Is ob­ 
tained from the milk by acid pre­ 
cipitation. This forms the basis of 
cheesemaking, and of late casein 
has become the basis for the m ak ­ 
ing of many 
synthetic 
products 
such as knobs for shifting gear 
rods etc. At the present time, how­ 
ever, the low price paid for casein 
for synthetic uses discourages the 
average dairy plant operator from 
bothering with it. Cow’s milk con­ 
tains about 2.6% casein; w om an’s 
milk between 
0.6 
and 
0.75%. 
Lactalbumin the 
second 
protein 
to be discussed furnishes sulphur 
but no phosphorus. 
Albumin 
in 
its purest state is found in the 
white of the egg, and it is also 


present in the blood. Industrial­ 
ly albumin is used in sugar re­ 
fining and calico printing. Lacto- 
globulin, the third protein, occurs 
in milk In traces while colostrum 
is comparatively rich in this pro­ 
tein. Lactoglobulin is very simi­ 
lar to 
lactalbumin. 
The 
chief 
thing to remember about proteins 
is th a t they build tissue. 
F a t In Suspended 
The fat is suspended in the 
milk fluid is very 
small 
drops. 
The fat droplets are lighter than 
milk, therefore, 
they 
rise 
on 
standing (gravity cream ), or may 
be separated by 
rapid 
whirling 
and centrifugal 
force 
(centrifu 
gal cream ). Top milk, or cream, 
does not consist of fat alone, but 
contains a portion of each of the 
constituents of the milk; it. is sim­ 
ply rich in fat. Churning causes 
the fat 
globules 
gradually 
to 
merge 
into 
larger 
drops 
and 
lumps to form butter. 
The percentage of butter fat in 
milk has long been one of the 
standards by which milk is test­ 
ed. The r ic h n e ss of the milk gag­ 
ed by the a m ou n t of fat it con­ 
tains is more of an economic than 
a sanitary question. Milk with a 
lower percentage of fat from Hol­ 
stein cows is relatively as n u tri­ 
tious as richer milk from Jersey I 
and Guernsey cows. 
Milk sugar or lactose is pecul­ 
iar to milk; it is found nowhere 
else in nature. Lactose is readily j 
acted upon by bacteria and chang-1 
ed to glucose (another sugar) and 
this in turn is changed to lactic 
acid. This is the common cause 
of sour milk. The a m ount of lac­ 
tose in milk or any given species 
of animal is rem arkably constant. 
Cow’s milk contains 4.75% lac­ 
tose and m o th e r’s milk contains 
almost twice as 
much,

| Lack of vitamin A also produces 
"night blindness" that we have 
heard so much of recently. 
As a source of vitamin B milk 
j is fairly good, and heating will 
not destroy it. Lack of vitamin B 


J leads to beriberi, a disease con- 


I fined mostly to the Orient, and 
I pellagra, a disease which has too 
j high an occurrence In the U. S. 
in late spring. 
The amount, of vitamin C in 
milk is variable depending upon 
the food of the cow or the nursing 
mother as tho case may be. Thus 
whether a baby is nursed or bot­ 
tle-fed it should have orange juice 
or tomato Juice to supplement this 
deficiency. 
Milk is a poor source of vita­ 
min I), thus babies should be giv­ 
en cod liver oil as a routine pre­ 
ventative or rickets. 
Rickets 
is 
the price we pay for tho abandon­ 
ment of an outdoor life when ex­ 
posure to sunlight builds up vita­ 
min D in the skin.
